IMPEACHMENT 


Attorney-General Says Ac- 


tion Against Governor Is 


Incomplete Until Board Is 
Named to Draft Charges. 


EXECUTIVE POSTS 
GUARD, REMOVES IT 


Thomas H. . Moodie Indi- 
cates He Will Take Legal 
Steps to Clarify the Situa- 
tion. 


By the Associated Press. 

BISMARCK, N. D., Jan. 19.— 
Steps to “complete” impeachment 
of Gov. Thomas H. Moodie (Dem.), 
and remove obstacles to his suspen- 
sion from office were planned to- 
day by majority faction leaders in 
the North Dakota House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Moodie indicated he contemplated 
legal steps to clarify the effect of 
the impeachment action. 

After Attorney-General P. O. 
Sathre advised him that the im- 
peachment action was “incomplete” 
until a board of managers was 
named to draw up articles of im- 
peachment, Moodie posted two Na- 
tional Guardsmen, in plain clothes, 
at his office to thwart possible seiz- 
ure by political foes. 

This morning, however, Moodie, 
who said the guard was posted on 
the advice of the Attorney-General, 
politically opposed to him, ordered 
it removed. Moodie said he thought 
the men were not needed.= any 
longer. 

Further Action Today. 

The Non-Partisan League major- 
ity which sponsored the impeach- 
ment Move was expected to act fur- 
ther on the proceedings after the 
House convenes this afternoon. 

Appointment of a board of man- 
agers to draw articles of impeach- 
ment was authorized by the resolu- 
tion adopted yesterday, although 
supporters took the view that no 
further action was necessary to sus- 
pend the Governor and_ elevate 
Lieutenant-Governor Walter Wel- 
ford, one of their political associ- 
ates, to the governorship. 

The board of managers was ex- 
pected to be announced by Speaker 
William Crockett. The board will 
draw the articles of impeachment 
for presentation Monday to. the 
Senate. 

Impeachment supporters said that 
after the articles were sent to the 
Senate, Moodie’s suspension would 
follow. He would be ousted from 
office until trial of the charges was 
completed by the Senate, where a 
two-thirds majority is necessary to 
convict. The Non-Partisan League 
group lacks a majority in the Sen- 
ate. 

Moodie supporters, however, ar- 
gued that another vote would be 
necessary in the House actually to 
impeach the Governor, basing their 
view on the contention that yester- 
day’s action merely authorized ap- 
pointment of a board of managers. 

The resolution stated, however, 
the Governor “hereby is impeached 
of crimes, corrupt conduct, mal- 
feasance and misdemeanors in of- 
fice.” 

Statement by Governor. 


In a statement, Moodie said: 

“The charges which are being 
brought against me are in each and 
every particular without any foun- 
daticn whatsoever. 

“We are seeing an effort by 
merciless, political. racketeers to 
take charge of the Government of 
this State, to exploit its people, to 
profit personally, to create con- 
fusion and to conduct propaganda 
of an ultra-radical nature at a time 
when the distressed situation is 
more poignant than ever before in 
the history of the State.” 

Moodie charged the lower 4as- 
sembly of the Legislature was be- 
ing made “a sounding board for 
political racketeers who have be- 
come involved through their own 
gestures to a point where they have 
arrived at a degree of desperation.” 

Moodie said martial law was not 
contemplated. 

Charges Against Governor. 

The House, controlled by the 
Nonpartisan League faction of the 
Republican party, ordered the im- 
peachment proceedings late yester- 
day by a vote of 60 to 52. 

Specific instances of wrong-doing 
were not cited, but disqualification 
proceedings already have been 
started against the Governor in the 
Supreme Court, which has referred 
the issue to a district court. It is 
alleged Moodie had not been a legal 
resident of North Dakota for five 
years prior to his election, as re- 
quired by the Constitution. 

The House also had adopted a 
resolution asking for proof of the 
United States citizenship of Moodie, 
who was born in Canada. Moodie, 
denying the allegations, promised

TOLD OF RIGHT TO 
CHANGE GOVERNMENT 


W. H.. Rodgers Asserts 
Farmers Are Being Op- 
pressed to Point Where 
Bloodshed Is Likely.

JONESBORO, Ark., Jan. 19.—‘I 
got tired. of hearing stories from 
scores of share croppers who came 
to me and said they were unable 
to get on relief due to their mem- 
bership in the Southern Farmers’ 
Tenant Union or the _ Socialist 
party,’ Ward H. Rodgers, 24-year- 
old Federal relief worker and grad- 
uate of Vanderbilt University, said 
in jail here today as he talked of 
his arrest Tuesday night. He was 
charged with inciting a mob, an- 
archy, and with conspiracy against 
the State of Arkansas. 

“The trouble started when I was 
teaching a Negro class of share 
croppers at Tyronza, Monday night. 
R. A. Lynch, School Superintend- 
ent, came to me and asked me to 
explain my position. I showed him 
my credentials but he would not 
believe that 1 was an employe of 
Government. He told me to get 
out of the county or a committee 
would see me out. 

Tells What He Said. 

“In making my talk to the peo- 
ple Tuesday night, I told them that 
all men were entitled to life, liber- 
ty and the pursuit of happiness and 
also quoted to them a passage from 
the Declaration of Independence 
to show that this Government 


|could be altered or abolished when 


it becomes oppressive. 

“The plantation system is prac- 
ticed in Poinsett County and the 
hundreds of share croppers living 
there are not getting a fair deal. 

“It is getting so oppressive that 
something must be done about it 
or bloodshed will follow.” 

C. T. Carpenter, Marked “Tree 
atteroney for the Union and coun- 
sel for Rodgers, says he has sev- 
eral hundred eviction notices that 
have been issued to the sharecrop- 
pers of Poinsett County within the 
last month. 

Trouble Began Last Fall. 

The thouble with share. croppers 
first started early in the fall over 
the cotton acreage reduction con- 
tracts. In December it broke out 
anew when several hundred fam- 
ilies reported receiving eviction no- 
tices without being given sufficient 
cause. 

Rodgers says he will return’ to 
Marked Tree to complete his work 
if acquitted of charges of “anar- 
chy, acts of intimidation, and con- 
spiracy to usurp the government of 
Arkansas.” 

After spending five weeks in a 
training school at Austin, Tex., 
Rodgers says he was sent by the 
FERA to Poinsett County last No- 
vember to teach adult education 
classes composed of members of the 
Southern Farmers Union. Five 
classes, three of Negroes and two 
of whites, were being taught weekly 
by him at the time of his arrest. 


JUSTICES PONDER GOLD CASES 
IN ROOM IN CAPITOL BASEMENT 


Supreme Court Meets to Formulate 
Decision on Validity of Law 
Suspending Payments.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. — In a 
plainly furnished and closely guard- 
ed room in the Capitol basement 
the nine Supreme Conrt Justices 
sought today to agree on a decision 
in the “gold clause” cases involv- 
ing the validity of legislation sus- 
pending gold payments. 

What points of view were ex- 
changed will not be evidenced pub- 
licly until the decision is read in 
open court. There is a possibility 
that a ruling may be announced 
Monday, but it is not generally ex- 
pected until Feb. 4. 

Fifteen other cases were before 
the court, but interest centered in 
the gold litigation.

Two House Committees and One in 
Senate Will Hear 
Arguments,

WASHINGTON, : Jan. 19.—The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
and the Senate Finance Committee 
plan to hold hearings early next 
week on old-age pension proposals. 
Besides Senator Borah (Rep.), 
Idaho, who previously had objected 
to the $15 Federal contribution as in- 
adequate, Senator Long (Dem.), 
Louisiana, voiced opposition yester- 
day. Calling for $30 or $40 a month, 
he said: “All the people would get 
that would do ’em any good under 
that $15 plan could be put in your 
right eye.”

HAUPTMANN’S EX-LAWYER 
MUST TURN OVER PAPERS 


Brooklyn Court Orders Attorney to 
Give Up Matter to Accused’s 
Present Counsel. 

BROOKLYN, WN. Y., Jan. 19.— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann’s for- 
mer attorney, James M. Fawcett, 
must turn over to Edward J. Reilly, 
Hauptmann’s present counsel, cer- 
tain papers relating to the defend- 
ant’s case, the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in Brooklyn to- 
day decided. 

The decision was unanimous, 
thus barring an appeal. 

The Court ruled that the papers 
must be placed in the hands of the 
defense lawyers immediately and 
that they may retain them to the 
conclusion of the trial of the Bronx 
carpenter for the murder of the 
Lindbergh baby. 

The Court will draw up a list of 
data to be included in the trans- 
fer. Yesterday it took all the papers 
in the case that Fawcett had for 
a study to determine whether they 
were of value to the defense. 

After the Hauptmann trial is over 
Fawcett is to regain custody of the 
documents, according to the deci- 
sion, to hold as security for the 
$4221 legal fees he alleges Haupt- 
mann owes him.

TWO PALS TESTIFIED 
AGAINST DEFENDANT 


Tobacco Merchant and 
Wife Were Shot to Death 
as They Were About to 
Enter Their Auto With 
$2000 in Receipts. 


Frank Kennedy, two-time ex-con- 
vict, was found guilty today of the 
murder of Charles J. Abeln in @ 
holdup 13 months ago. His punish- 
ment was fixed at life imprison- 
ment by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Russell’s court. 

The jurors, who heard the last 
testimony yesterday afternoon and 
the arguments of counsel at a night 
session, began deliberation at 9:34 
p. m. At midnight, they had not 
reached a verdict. Court was ad- 
journed until 10 a. m. today, when 


the jury came into court with its 
verdict. 

Kennedy seemed unaffected. He 
did not blink when the verdict wag 
read. A moment later he was es 
corted to a cell behind the court- 
room where he sat with his hat 
on, quietly reading a newspaper ac- 
count of yesterday’s proceedings, 

The jury foreman, Fred Link, a 
clerk of 1505 South Seventh street, 
said the jurors had agreed to not 
discuss their verdict, nor to reveal 
how many ballots were taken or 
how long they had deliberated. “The 
verdict speaks for itself,” he said, 
Other jurors, standing nearby, 
agreed in chorus. 

Reported Sentiment of Jury. 

However, Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Flynn told reporters he had 
been informed the jury did not ac- 
cede to his plea for a death pen- 
alty because they felt the State's 
chief witness, Charles Douthitt, wha 
pleaded guilty, was equally as guil- 
ty as Kennedy and probably would 
be rewarded with some lesser sen- 
tence for his testimony. 

Flynn said the jury never was in 
doubt about the guilt of Kennedy;

OUTLAW JIM CLARK GETS 
33 YEARS FOR BANK ROBBERY 


Bailey’s Ex-Pal, Three 
Others Plead Guilty Under

Complaint From Greece on 
Treatment of Minorities 
in Albania Referred to 
World Court. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Jan. 19. — The League 
of Nations Council, overriding ob- 
jections of members of its finan- 
cial committee, appointed Soviet 


representatives full-fledged mem- 
bers of the League’s financial and 
economic committees today. 

There were unconfirmed reports 
that the entire financial committee, 
on which Norman H. Davis is the 
American delegate, might resign as 
a consequence. 

Alexander Svanidze, chairman of 
the Bank of Foreign Trade in Mos- 
cow, was named to the financial 
committee and Boris Rosenblum, 
member of the economic section of 
the Soviet foreign office, to the 
economic committee. Prof. Wolf 
Bronner of the Moscow faculty of 
medicine, was appointed to the 
league's health committee. 


Italian-Ethiopian Dispute. 

Italy and Ethiopia were persuaded 
today to attempt to settle their 
African frontier dispute by direct 
negotiation. 

The Council of the League there- 
by averted, temporarily at least, a 
crisis threatened by Italy’s refusal 
to recognize the League’s compe- 
tency to deal with the controversy. 

Direct negotiation was urged on 
the disputants by Pierre Laval, 
French Foreign Minister, and Capt. 
Anthony Eden, British delegate. 

It was understood that if Italy 
and Ethiopia fail to reach a settle- 
ment, the controversy will go be- 
fore the Council at its next session. 

As the Council met to consider 


‘Ethiopia’s protest against Italian 


alleged aggression along the Soma- 
liland boundary, Italy announced it 
would not discuss the controversy 
in a public session. The Council 
then met privately. 

Japan and Pacific Islands. 

The Council took indirect notice 
of rumors that Japan was fortifying 
the former German Islands in the 
Pacific which it holds under league 
mandate. At the same time it care- 
fully avoided taking any stand on 
the question of Japan’s right to re- 
tain control of the islands after its 
resignation from the league. 

A report adopted by the Council 
{mn public session notes particularly 
the ‘disproportion which appears to 
exist between the sum spent for 
equipment of ports of certain is- 
lands and the volume of their com- 
mercial activity.” 

Japan was asked to give further 
details on this subject in its next 
report on administration of its 
mandated territories. 

Salvador de Madariaga, the Span- 
ish delegate, referring to mandated 
territories, in general, criticised 
what he termed a tendency to turn 
mandates into colonies. He urged 
granting the Mandates Commission 
wider powers and increased funds 
for discharge of its duties. 

The suggestion has been made 
that the commission might send a 
representative to the Japanese man- 
dated islands to determine the exact 
situation in connection with the ru- 
mors of fc ‘tification activities. 


Protest From Greece. | 
A Greek protest against the 
treatment of Greek minorities in 
Albania was turned over to the 
World Court. The League asked 


for an advisory opinion on whether 


Albania’'s closing of private schools 
attended by Greeks violates § its 
pledges of protection for non-na- 
tionals. 

The Council, determined to op- 
pose any agitation for restoration of 
Danzig to Gérmany, heard the dis- 


trict boldly termed “the smallest 
German State in Europe.” The 
reference came from Arthur 
Greiser, president of the Danzig 


Senate, a few minutes after he had 
raised his hand to the Council in 
a Nazi salute. 

Capt. Anthony Eden, the British 
delegate, retorted immediately: “We 
are glad to receive these assurances 
from a representative of the region 
we call the free city of Danzig.” 
3 Nazi Activity at Danzig. 

Protests from Catholic priests in 
Danzig that Catholic children were 
forbidden to wear uniforms unless 
they were of Nazi design brought 
the Danzig problem before’ the 
Council. Sean Lester, the League's 
high commissioner for the city, sub- 
mitted a report indicating the ex- 
istence of intense Nazi activity in 
the district. 

The Lester report quoted Greiser 
as declaring in a speech, “Faithful 
and fearless we shall continue to 
lead our homeland, our German 
Danzig.” 

The Council warned Greiser that 
the Senate must live up to its con- 
stitution and ordered the Catholic 
dispute to be settled by direct ne- 
BOtiation.

The courtroom was empty today, 
Sheriff John H. Curtiss deciding it 
was too much to expect his deputies 
to handle visitors after a week of 
work and the “head ache” of that 
first week-end, when they tried to 
handle the crush of all comers. — 

It would have been closed tomor- 
row, too, as it was last week-end, 
but the Rotary Club came to the 
rescue, offering to enlist its mem- 
bers as police and guards for the 
Sunday sightseers. The Sheriff ac- 
cepted the offer. 

Even though there was no ses- 
sion and no admittance to the court 
today, the curious still came, if only 
to see the church-like old building 
and the four women and eight men 
of the jury. For them, it was neces- 
sarily a quiet week-end. 

Justice Thomas W. Trenchard 
gave them permission to take an- 
other bus ride, so long as they 
stayed in the county and didn’t go 
near any of the places connected 
with the Lindbergh kidnaping. 

Justice Trenchard, however, at- 
tentive to the possibility that a sick 
juror might mean the work of 
weeks would end in a mistrial, ad- 
monished the jurors not to go un- 
less the weather was favorable, and: 

“If you do go, even in fair 
weather, why, be sure to get wraps 
enough so that you will not expose 
yourselves to cold.” 

Although it has been raw and 
chilly in Flemington Col. Charles A.

QUTLAW JIM CLARK GETS 
99 YEARS FOR BANK ROBBERY 


Harvey Bailey’s Ex-Pal, Three 
Others Plead Guilty Under

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Jan. 19. 
—Jim Clark, notorious desperado, 
and three other ex-convicts accused 
under the Federal bank robbery 
law, pleaded guilty today, thereby 
escaping a possible death sentence. 
Pleading guilty with Clark were 
Aubrey (“Red”) Unsell, Ennis 
Smiddy and Frank Delmar. Clark, 
with Harvey Bailey, Urschel kid- 
naper, led the Memorial day escape 
of 11 convicts from the Kansas pen- 
itentiary in 1933. 

The men were charged with rob- 
bery of the People’s National Bank 
of Kingfisher last May. 

Judge Edgar S. Vaught sen- 
tenced Delmar and Clark to 25 
years and $5000 fines on the first 
count, robbery, and 99 years on the 
second count, abduction. 
.and Smiddy were sentenced to 20 
years and $5000 fines on the first 
count and 50 years on the second. 
Smiddy also pleaded guilty to rob- 
bery of a national bank at Sentinel 
and was sentenced similarly to 20 
years and $5000 fine, and 50 years. 
All the sentences will run concur- 
rently,

The flat assessment on total de- 
posits already has been incorpor- 
ated in the legislative proposals 
which the FDIC, through the White 
House, will send to Congress in the 
new banking program. 

The attitude of bankers was said 
privately to be that certain large 
banks in New York City and else- 
where would be forced to pay hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually as a membership assessment, 
while less than 2 per cent of the 
total deposits, in many instances, 
would be fully insured, because full 
protection is granted on accounts 
only up to $5000. 

It was said further that Winthrop 
W. Aldrich, chairman of the board 
of the Chase National Bank of New 
York, who came to Washington 
after the meeting, was acting as 
spokesman for the group, and that 
he presented a protest against en- 
actment of the proposed law. This, 
however, was not verified by of- 
ficials. | 

The subject of an insured bank’s 
liability to the FDIC has been a 
disputed one since insurance of 
deposits was inaugurated more than 
a year ago. Many bankers say that 
under the present law their liability 
is unlimited, as it provides an orig- 
inal assessment of one-half of one 
per cent of the insurable deposits 
of member banks, but that the cor- 
poration can assess each member 
an additional amount if it requires

UNION ELECTRIC PROPOSES 
NEW RATE FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Company Tells Public Service Body 
It Would Cut Lighting Bill 
$26,000 Annually. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.— 
The Union Electric Light & Power 
Co. of St. Louis has filed a new op- 
tional rate with the Missouri Public 
Service Commission for lighting of 
public schools in St. Louis, which, 
according to company officers, 
would make possible an annual sav- 
ing of about $26,000 in the present 
lighting bill for the schools. The 
company proposed that the new 
rate, which must be approved by 
the commission, go into effect on 
Feb. 15. 

The schools now obtain electrical 
energy for lighting under the com- 
mercial rate, which is a combina- 
tion of-a demand charge and an 
energy charge, the latter varying 


from 31% cents a kilowatt hour 
down to 1%4 mills. 
The proposed rate for school 


lighting is an energy charge of 3% 
cents a kilowatt hour, with a dis- 
count of % cent a kilowatt hour if 
bills are paid within 10 days.

REFORMS URGED 
IN BAR REPORT 


Committee Headed by 
Daniel Bartlett Suggests 
Many Changes in State- 
ment to City Association. 


SEPARATE TRIALS 
UP TO THE JUDGE 


State and Defense Would 
Have Equal Rights on 
Depositions Under Pro- 
posed Reguiations. 


A report proposing numerous re- 
forms in criminal court procedure 
and criminal law enforcement was 
made to the Bar Association of St. 
Louis at its quarterly meeting at 
Hotel Chase last night. The report 
was referred to the Executive Com- 


mittee for consideration. 

The report, submitted by the 
Criminal Law Enforcement, Police 
and Prosecution Committee, consist- 
ing of Daniel Bartlett, chairman; 
Arthur V. Lashly and Arthur J. 
Freund, suggested that other bar 
associations in Missouri could be 
enlisted in support of the reforms. 

Legislation for election of su- 
preme, appellate and circuit judges 
by conventions of delegates who 
are members of the bar was rec- 
ommended in a report of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, filed at the meet- 
ing but not read for lack of time. 
This committee, headed by Albert 
L. Schweitzer, former Prosecuting 
Attorney, said the lawyer delegates 
would know and appreciate quali- 
fications of aspirants for judicial 
places. It declared that the voters 
of Missouri had begun to appre- 
ciate that the courts should be 
taken out of politics to prevent se- 
lection of judges because of party 
affiliations rather than knowledge 
of law. 

The Committee on Amendment of 
Laws, headed by Ernest A. Green, 
submitted a report on a bill to be 
introduced in the Legislature for 
selection of judges by lawyers’ con- 
ventions. Members of the associa- 
tion will be polled to determine 
their attitude on this bill.

As celebrations of Sunday’s elec- 
tion results, which were overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of return to Germany, 
continued throughout the territory, 
it was announced that the first 
German police would enter the Saar 


March 1. After the police, the next 
day, will come the Nazi Brown- 
shirts. Reichsfuehrer Hitler is ex- 
pected to arrive Sunday, March 3, 
to survey his new territorial ac- 
quisition and deliver an address 
urging Franco-German friendship. 
A three-day celebration is being 
planned, to be climaxed by his 
visit. :

SYMPHONY PLAYS 
BRAHMS’ E MINOR 


Impressive Also in New Work 
by Russian Composer, 
Arnold Zemachson. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
HE Brahms E Minor symphony 
and a new work by Arnold Ze- 

machson, a Russian composer now 
living in New York, were the high- 
lights of yesterday afternoon’s con- 
cert given by the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra in the Municipal 
Auditorium. The playing of the 
orchestra was consistently rich and 
well balanced throughout the 
program, which included, besides 
the numbers already named, the 
Prelude to “Lohengrin” and the 
Prelude and Liebestod from “Tris- 
tan and Isolde” by Richard Wag- 
ner. Both quantitative and quali- 
tative inmtprovements in the orches- 
tra are outstanding. The greater 
muscularity of the ensemble is par- 
ticularly noticeable. 

Conductor Vladimir Golschmann s 
increasing mastery over. the 
Brahms symphonies was in evi- 
dence throughout yesterday's per- 
formance. Without compromising 
either the wealth of the score or its 
essential mood of high tragedy, he 
still imparted to it a self-renewing 
propulsiveness and an expressive 
lyricism. The fourth movement of- 
fered its usual difficulties. A rigid 
adherence to the general form of 
the passacaglia sets up a gravita- 
tional pull which may easily cause 
the music to separate into blocks. 
On the other hand a complete in- 
difference to this basic pattern 
may so weaken the inward rela- 
tionship of the several variations 
that the movement loses its solid- 
arity and its monumental grandeur, 
Mr. Golschmafin avoided both ex- 
tremes. The music had all the 
necessary variety of expression 
without sacrificing its cohesiveness. 

The Chorale and Fugue by Zem- 
achson was an impressive exercise 
in musical architecture. Using 
original material that had both 
fecundity and intrinsic beauty he 
built up a structure :that was sus- 
tained, well balanced and diversi- 
fied. His contrapuntal skill, his use 
of the various orchestral textures 
and masses, and his sence of 
the finely proportioned line were 
unmistakable evidences of thorough 
musicianship and highly developed 
sensibilities. Though the form, the 
content and the language of the 
work were strictly classic in char- 
acter, it had an obvious appeal to 
the audience. The orchestra played 
it magnificently. 

The Lohengrin “Prelude” went 
very well. The quality of the 
strings was genuinely ethereal. The 
“Prelude and Liebestod’’—especialiv 
,the first part of the “Liebestod’’-— 
suffered from what seemed to be 
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too much: concentration on detail. 
An effect of minute spaces between 
the phrases prevented them from 
connecting properly. The tone 
quality of the orchestra was ex- 
cellent.

No details of the plan were 
announced, pending completion of 
the arrangements with “certain par- 
ties’ who were not represented at 
the meeting, but the formal state- 
ment assured Boston fans that they 
would be satisfied with the out 
come. Ford Frick, league president, 
said he expected the entire situation 
would be cleared up at the leagues 
schedule meeting Feb. 5. 

To Continue at Own Park. 

Meanwhile, all indications pointed 
to the continued operation of the 
club at Braves Field by President 
Emil Fuchs and under the guid- 
ance of Bill McKechnie. 

Fuchs, who emerged from the 
wearying meeting wearing a broad 
smile, affirmed that the entire dis- 
cussion was concerned with finan- 
cial details and that there had been 
no talk of permitting dog racing 
|}and baseball to go hand in hand 
| after he had learned the attitude of 
| his fellow club owners. 

“We're not going back to Braves 
Field,” he said in response to a 
question, “because we've never been 
out of it. 

“This talk of our being homeless 
was silly.

The 
Bears can’t buck baseball. But 
they can come to St. Louis and get 
a $4000 guarantee, which the local 
club, conflicting with baseball 
here, will not be able to pay ex- 
Cept at a loss.

“Then these early games are 
bad for the local eleven. The 
strong teams coming early mean 
probable local defeats and thus 
the drawing power of the home 
club is hurt as well as its fi- 
nances, 

“Bad weather can ruin a weak 
club, for the public is Sure to be 
kept away by rain or low temper- 
atures. 

“A winning team is the Only an- 
swer to all of these objections— 
and try to get one that will beat 
the Bears or the Giants, without 


a terrific investment.”

She kept the book 
carefully hidden lest she be shamed 
by her child. Two German women 
who were early would not come into 
the school yard for fear of being 
laughed at by the children. Instead 
they took a walk and did not get 
back till 15 minutes after classes 
had been called.” 

“The most helpless situation,” ob- 
served another teacher, “is that 
not infrequent one where the hus- 
band is opposed to his wife’s going 
to school. Most foreigners make + 
virtue of women staying at home. 
When the husband is at home he 
automatically takes charge of the 
conversation whether his wife 
speaks English or not. I always 
concentrate my persuasiveness On 
the husband. Once I had the satis- 
faction of hearing one say as his 
parting expression, ‘Josie will come 
to school. If she like, she will stay. 
If she no like, she will not be back. 
When the man is away the word 
‘teacher’ is a password in any for- 
eign neighborhood. As the word 
‘maestra’ is passed along in an Ital- 
ian quarter it is uncanny the way 
an interested audience gathers. At 
one house the number of women in 
the room increased mysteriously 
from one to six in two minutes. 
They offer all sorts of excuses. 
They are too old, they can’t learn, 
they cannot spare the time, they 
cannot leave the children, but never

that they do not want to learn.” 

“Where the Italians are secretive 
and usually we find the curtains 
drawn tight, the Croatians are a 
jovial, hospitable people,” observed 
another. “Cordiality is the Keynote 
of their homes. The Jewish people 
I find the most language consCious. 
They speak and read easily, where- 
as the Italians spell and write best. 
Jewish women have very definite 
ideas about what they want. They 
often say, ‘We can use those words,’ 
or ‘we don’t need to know that.’ 
One elderly woman who had diffi- 
culty using a pencil, said, ‘I don’t 
care about writing—it is past the 
season, but I want to be able to 
read the signs of the streets and 
the names _ and 
when I do downtown.’ A Danish 
woman, 54, whose life history in- 
cludes 11 children and two unfaith- 
ful husbands, is delighted at her 
first opportunity to learn English. 
In her youth, she came to America 
looking for ‘golden opportunity and 
wealth.’ These classes she says are 
her nearest realization of her girl- 
hood dreams.” 

Tactfulness in handling foreign- 
ers was the watchword recommend- 
ed by the women teachers. Not so 
with Mr. Virga. He is the Musso- 
lini type himself, though jolly and 
good natured. 

“It takes a man who will jump 
at them, scold them, bully them,” 
he declared. “And then I must 
dramatize everything. I must play 
with them, make a game of the les- 
son. I had one pupil who had been 
a soldier in the Italian army, a big, 
beautiful man, who told me _ he 
could not learn English. “That is 
because you have not had the right 
teacher,’ I said. He wanted to 
learn because he -would be deport- 
ed if he could not speak English, 
he told me. ‘What will you bet me 
on that?’ I asked him. My class is 
like a club. We smoke, we talk, 
we make bets on which can draw 
the best picture of a word on the 
blackboard. I do not say write or 
study or school, I say play, draw a 
picture, recite the poem in_ the 
book.” 

“Our school is rather like a club, 
too,” remarked one of the women.

Discoveries in 


The Treatment 
Of Diabetes 


Final Chapter Written 12 
Years Ago With Analysis 


of Insulin.

READER of this column writes, 
A “Please say something about 

sugar diabetes; I have just dis- 
covered { am afflicted with it.” 

Some will smile at the old-fash- 
ioned term “sugar diabetes,’ but, as 
a matter of fact, it is quite correct, 
and merely the ordinary way of put- 
ting the pedantic Latin term, dia- 
betes mellitus. 

“Mellitus” comes from the classic 
word for honey, and it recalls the 
fact that the only sweetening our 
ancestors had was honey. In the 
old days there was no sugar. The 
commercial activities associated 
with food of this kind were not with 
cane and beet farms and barrels, but 
with the drowsy hum of bees. When 
it was discovered that the urine of 
diabetic patients contained sugar, 
the discoverer naturally jumped to 
the conclusion that the substance 
which made it so was honey—hence 
the name, diabetes mellitus. That 
this name has been changed tu 
“sugar diabetes” is merely a mod- 
ernization of the older idea. 

Diabetes has been Known for a 
long time. We have descriptions of 
it in classic times, but our. knowl- 
edge of its nature has developed 
very slowly. The first step was that 
mentioned above—to discover that 
the urine contains sugar. This was 
done by Thomas Willis. But the 
-act appears to have been known for 
along time: It is hinted in the first 
book on medicine printed in Ena- 
gland—“The Rosa Gallica” of John 
of Gaddesden (1492), where diabetes 
is called “candepis.” 

Exact chemical methods of de- 
termining sugar, or rather, glucose, 
in the urine were made by Francis 
Home and Mathew Dobson. Home 
used yeast to ferment it, which still 


is a good method. 


Insight into the real nature of the 
disease lagged, however, until with- 
in our own day. Naunyn, a physi- 
cian at Strassbourg, noticed that 
the urine of dogs from whom the 
pancreas had been removed, con- 
tained glucose, and Minkowski 
proved that removal of the pan- 
creas caused diabetes. Removal, 
note you: Simply diverting the di- 
gestive juices of the pancreas away 
from the intestine and leaving the 
pancreas inside the body, resulted 
in no diabetic change. How recent 
that was may be seen by the fact 
that Minkowski lived long enough 
to get the reputation of having been 
called to examine Lenin when he 
had the first convulsion of his 
paresis. 

An American, Dr. Opie, proved 
that it was not the whole pancreas, 
the absence of which produced dia- 
betes, but only the small islands of 
tissue (named after Langerhans) 
which have nothing to do with the 
digestive functions of the pancreas, 
but pour into the blood an internal 
secretion which assists in burning 
glucose in the muscles. 

When, about 12 years ago, this se- 
cretion was identified and named 
“insulin” by Banting and Best, the 
final chapter in our modern knowl- 
edge of diabetes was written. At 
least there have been no chapters 


since.
